Note to Vatican Is Unequivocal 


Denunciation of the Prus- 


sian Autocracy 


'Washington. D. C., Aug. 29.—Presi- 


dent Wilson, rejecting the pope's 
peace proposal, was regarded here to- 
day as finally nettling the question of 
dealing with present German rulers 
unconquered or uncurbed at 
home. 


The president makes -It clear that *a 
lasting and durable peace cah be nego- 
tiated only on a complete understand-' 
ing with the German people and not 
alone on unstabled guarantees from 
the existing government. 


No Reprisals. 


The note indicates that the Ameri- 


can government does not intead post- 
bellum reprisal on the German people, 
but desires In the Interest of world 
peace that they be allowed to share In 
International economic opportunities 
"it they will accept equality and not 
domination." 


The note, which Is an unequivocal 


denunciation of German military de- 
mocracy, is believed to reflect accu- 
rately the action of the allied gov- 
ernments.

Under the present rejefctfon of a 


premature peace, the note radicates it 
might result In the abandonment of 
"new born Russia" to the Intrigue, the 
manifold subtle interference and the

government has of late accustomed 
the world." 


In a note dispatched last night and 


made public here today, the presi- 
dent says that while every heart not 
blinded and hardened by the terrible 
war must be touched by the moving 
appeal of his holiness, it would be 
folly to take the path ot peace, he 
points out, if it tioes not in fact lead 
to the goal he proposes. 
To deal with such a p?wer as the 


present rulers of Germany upon Popo 
Benedict's plan, deplares the presi- 
dent, would" Involve' a recuperation of 
the strength and renewal of the world 
domination ot that power, now balked 
but not defeated after sweeping a 'con- 
tlnent with the blood of Innocent wom- 
en and children and the helpless poor 
as well as ot soWiera. 


Permanent peace must be based up- 


on the faith of all the principles of 
justice and fairness and the common 
rights of mankind, he adds, and "we 
cannot take the word of the present 
rulers of Germany as a guarantee ot 
anything that Is to endure, unless ex- 
plicltly supported by such conclusive 
evidence of the will and purpose of 
the German people themselves as the 
other peoples of the world would be 
justified in accepting." 
For a Stable Peace.

enduring peace. This agony must no 
be gone through with again, and H 
must be a matter of very sober judg 
ment that will Insure us against It.

eral condonation, disarmament and a 
concert ot nations, based upon an ac- 
ceptance of the principles of arbltra 
tlon- that by a similar cincert free 
dom of the seas be establish?'! and 
that the territorial claims of France 
«nd Italy, the perplexing problems of 
the Balkan states, and the restitution 
of Poland be left to such conciliatory 
ndjustmentfi as may be possible In 
the new temper of such a peace, due 
reiwrd being paid to the aspirations" 
of the peoples whoce political fortune?

..The great beverage in Persia It 
«hcrl>f>t, which is plentifully supplied 
and of which there are ninny varieties 
—from the bowl of water with a 
nquec/.e of lemon to the clear concen- 
trated juice of any sort of fruit to 
which water li added to dilute It. 
The preparation of sherbet, which Is 
done with Krente"»t care. Is a very im- 
portant point In so thirsty a country 
as Persia, uiid one to which much time 
Is devoted. It may be either expressed 
from the juice of fruit freshly path- 
erod or from the preserved extract of 
pomegranates, cherries or lemons, 
mixed with sugar and submitted to a 
certain degree of heat to preserve 
it for winter consumption.

Called guzangubben; It is made from 
the honey of the tamarisk tree. TliU 
honey is not the work of the bee, but 
the product of a small insect or worm 
living in vast numbers.under the leaves 
of the shrub. 
During, the months of 


August nnd September the insect Is 
collected nnd the honey Is preserved. 
When used for sherbet it U mixed with 
vinegar and. although not so delicious 
as that jjiade from fruit, it makes an 
excellentvteuiperance beverage. Only 
among the rich and fashionable are 
glasses used; in all other cases sher- 
bet Is served in china bowls and drunk 
from deep wooden spoons carved in 
pearwood.

Children With Poor Environment! 


Stand Low in Higher Form* of In- • 


tclligence, Tests Show. 


• It Is a common belief that the chil- 


dren of the poorer classes In large cit- 
ies acquire n certain amount of valua- 
ble education by running the streets. 
Actual tests usually Indicate, however, 
says- the Journal of Heredity, that such 
children stand very low in all the hich- 
er forms of Intelligence, and this might 
have been suspected from an examina- 
tion of the environment in which they} 
nre brought up. Association with old-1 
er people is one of the most important', 
factors In a child's education; but in' 
the poorer classes the dwellings are 
so smnll that a chHd must spend mo«t' 
of his waking hours outside, and no- 
where does he come In close contact 
with many older persons of ability.
